We covet the same pleasure for youe The prodigality of bloom which they 
provide is equalled only by the variety of color in flowers and foliage. Simple 
descriptions fail to do justice to the diversity of interest possible with this 
one group of flowers. The combination of Fuchsias with other plants, particularly 
trailing ones - offers endless possibilities for hanging baskets and planters of 
all types. Upright growing Fuchsias will relieve the dullness of shady corners 
which are otherwise flowerless in summer and early fall. Transplant a Fuchsia 
from original pot without breaking root ball, putting it into lazger pot, hanging 
basket, planter or open bed. Desirable growing conditions include rich soil with 
plenty of leaf mold added, considerable moisture, diffused sunligat, and weekly 
feeding. Liquid fish fertilizer is recommended and may be alternated with some 
all-purpose fertilizer containing sufficient phosrhate and potash to insure lots 
of flowers.

A ground cover of great popularity for lawn substitute. The creeping 
stems root to form a dense mate It thrives in sunshine and yet adapts 
itself to shade. May be sown in an old lawn or in newly prepared ground. 
In the latter case, attention to watering, fertilizing and weeding is 
essential for the first three months. Only a minimum of attention is 
required thereafter. Hardiness in the northern states is uncertain. 

A packet of 12,000 seeds sells for $1.25 postpaid, and will suffice for 
300 square feet. Germination time is about six days. Plants are usually 
available at 50-cents each or $5.00 per dozen - but we do not recommend 
shipping them any distance.

*Vinea minor - "Periwinkle" or "Creeping Myrtle" - white, blue, (with 
green or variegated leaves), wine purple and double flowered blue 
varieties.
